TSUD AND DOTHAN BEAUTIFICATION BOARD 
BEGIN MEMORIAL TREE PROGRAM 


The Dothan Beautification Board 
dedicated the first tree of its Memorial 
Tree Program on Arbor Day, February 27, 
in a ceremony onthe campus of Troy 
State University at Dothan. On hand to 
assist inthe dedication program were 
Dr. Thomas Harrison, Dr. Ken Deavers, 
and Dothan Mayor, Mr. Alfred Saliba. 

The Memorial Tree Program was ini- 
tiated to allow area residents the op- 
portunity to a tree in honor of 
distinguished friends and relatives. The 
Southern Magnolia tree planted on campus 
is dedicated to Mr. and Mrs. Joe Buntin, 
Class of 1984. They are brother and 
sister-in-law of Kay Hardwick, chainman 
of the Memorial Tree Program committee 
of the Dothan Beautification Board. 

Dr. Deavers explained that seventy 
hardwood trees will be planted on the 
campus during the month of March. Many 
of these will be oak trees that will 
line the entrance drive on either side 
and eventually canopy the road. As me- 
morial trees are purchased, the Beau- 
tification Board will reimburse TSUD and 
place markers at the trees. 

A donation of $150.00 will allow 
the Board to purchase a tree, protect 
the tree with lava rock and edging, and 
plant the tree in a proper location. A 
concrete marker accented with an en- 
graved brass plate will be placed at the 
base of the tree designating the donor. 
The funds will also be used for the per- 
petual care of the trees, including 
pruning, trimming, and replacing the 
tree should it die. Faculty amd staff

Out of concern for the beauty of a 
local university campus, Mr. Broward 
Dell of Newton has graciously donated 
thirty water oak trees to be planted at 
Troy State University at Dothan. After 
viewing a newscast about the Memorial 
Tree Program sponsored by TSUD and the 
Dothan Beautification Board, Mr. Dell 
felt inclined to add tothe existing 
beauty of the new TSUD campus by pro- 
viding trees from his property. The 
water oak trees, which are nine to ten 
feet tall and prepared for replanting, 
were delivered by Mr. Dell a few days 
following the newscast. 

Tony Whetstone visited Mr. Dell at 
his home in Newton. "It was sucha 
pleasure to sit in this man's front yard 
and listen to himtalk of his early 
years of growing up in Midland city. I 
was amazed to learn that this gentlemen 
was eighty years old," stated Whetstone. 
"He doesn't. look a day over sixty-five." 
Talk continued about Dell's early years 
in Midland City, when it took three 
hours to travel to Dothan (12 miles) by 
mule and wagon. "We would go. into Dot- 
han when we needed hardware items such 
as nails, tools, and plow points," 
stated Dell. 

Mr. Dell and his wife, Mardell, 
have been married for fifty-two years 
and have six children, "one boy and five 
girls," says Mr. Dell. When asked about 
his family, Dell replied, "I have five 
brothers and five sisters, and they are 
all alive today." The eleven children 
range in age from sixty-five to eighty- 
two, with Mr. Dell being next to the 
oldest. . 

The local pride and genuine concern 
for mankind are very evident when this 
kind gentleman speaks. In_ the many 
years to come, a part of this generous 
human being will stand tall on the TSUD 
campus.

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FACTS IN BRIEF 


Women Continue to Make Gains in Earned 


Degrees 


Between 1987 and 1989, the number of 
degrees awarded by postsecondary 
institutions held steady. In 1989, 
a total of 1,860,507 degrees were 
awarded. 

The number of degrees awarded to 
women in -1989 increased by 4 afc 
over 1987, while the mumber earned 

by men held steady. 

Women made gains at the master's 
level, with an 8 percent increase 
between 1987 and 1989, compared to a 
5 percent increase for men. 

.The overall mumber of doctorates 
awarded increased 5 percent between 
1987 and 1989; women earned 9 per- 
cent more doctorates in 1989, while 
men earned 3 percent more than they 
had two years previously. 


MORE FACTS 
Minority Enrollment Increases 


Total minority enrollment in U.S. 
colleges and universities increased 
7 percent between 1986 and 1988, the 
latest years for which such data is 
available. This increase outpaced 
total enrollment for all groups in 
higher education, which grew by 4 
percent during the period. ; 

The largest gain in minority en- 
rollment was made by Hispanics and 
Asians, with increases of 10 percent 
and 11 percent, respectively. 

More than half (56 percent) of His- 
panics enrolled in postsecondary 
institutions in 1988 attended two- 
year colleges. 

Between 1986 and 1988, higher edu- 
cation enrollment for American In- 
dians and African Americans in- 


creased 3 percent and 4 percent, 
respectively. 

Women of all racial and ethnic 
groups continued to experience 
larger enrollment gains that their 
male counterparts during the period. 

For example, between 1986 and 1988, 

enrollment for Hispanic women in- 
creased 13 percent, compared with a 
7 percent rise for Hispanic men.
